AUTO-TRUCK WRECK 
Fire Sweeps Scio Pottery Plant; 
Rebuilding To Be Started Quickly 


REESE REPORTS 
LOSS WILL TOP 
MILLION MARK 


Blaze Centers In Section Of 


Plant That W as Erected 


About 8 Years Ago

SOO, O., Dec. 12 — The Scio- 
Ohio Pottery Co., which had been 
turned from a dilapidated plant 
Into the world’s largest producer of 
plain white pottery, was partially 
in mins today following a spec­ 
tacular fire Thursday night. 
The owner, L. P. Reese, estim at­ 
ed damage at betweens one and two 
million dollars, and said that re­ 
building of damaged sections will 
be started immediately. 
The fire was centered in a sec­ 
tion of the pottery built 
eight 
years ago. officials said. The old 
section, 
comprising 
about 
one- 
fourth of the plant, was not damag­ 
ed badly. 
New Warehouse Escapee 
A new $150,000 warehouse built 
this year escaped the flames. Mr. 
Reese said. 
The biggest loss is in production, 
which had been scheduled to sup­ 
ply order* hooked far in advance. 
The cup kiln may be put back 
in working order within a week. 
but the seven other kilns will not 
be operated until conveyer* and 
other machinery can be repaired, 
officials Mid.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 — The 
stopgap 
foreign 
aid 
program 
moved 
into the dickering stage 
today with a possibility the Sen­ 
ate might approve some help for 
China lf the House will agree to 
more for Europe. 
Congressional leaders are shoot­ 
ing for a compromise by Monday. 
Five members' from each chamber 
were assigned to start work on 
one this morning. 
The Senate passed its aid bill 
Dec. I. The House wailed until 
yesterday, then swished its meas­ 
ure through without even a nose 
count. 
The principal idea of both bills 
is to see to it that France, Italy 
and Austria get fuel and food this 
winter. 
But the House measure 
differs in major respects from what 
the admintetration proposed and 
the Senate accepted. 
President Truman 
wanted 
597 
million dollars for the three Euro­ 
pean countries. Th* Senate went 
along. Then the House pared the 
amount to 590 million and said 
China should be dealt in for 80 
million of the total. 
Compromise Clue teen 
One clue pointing to a possible 
line of compromise came from Sen. 
Smith < RI of New Jersey, a mem­ 
ber of the foreign relations com­ 
mittee. He said the committee had 
agreed unanimously with Secretary 
of State Marshall that something

Agriculture reported Thursday. 
The departm ent filed a report 
entitled The Fertilizer Situation 
For 1947-48 with a House agricul­ 
ture subcommittee holding hearings 
on fertilizer production and distri­ 
bution. 
The fertilizer year began 
July I. 


The report, including surveys by 
the departm ent of commerce, in­ 
terior and Army, says: 
•‘The need for greater food pro­ 
duction and replacement of soil 
fertility lost during the war years 
has created the greatest demand 
for commercial fertilizers in his­ 
tory. 
Production of the three ma­ 
jor fertilizer ingredients—nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash—is the great­ 
est it ever has been.

There is usually a close relation 
between health and posture. Any 
mother who la worried about her 
child's posture should see a physi­ 
cian, for poor posture often re­ 
flects faulty nutrition and over-;

I stated in this column 
that it is obviously more difficult 
for the only child, as a rule, to 
gain good social adaption and ac­ 
quire an attitude of unselfishness 
than the child of a larger family.

CHILDREN WHO have brothers 
and sisters obviously learn, to some 
degree at least, to wait and to ad­ 
just to necessary denials and even 
to make some self-denials they hard­ 
ly would have practiced as only 
children. Yes, there may be some­ 
thing to Mr. H arper’s observation. 
But the vital factors are not 
nearly all with the small family of 
the well-to-do and (or) intelligent 
parents. 
There are a good many 
families with more children than 
can be given the opportunities they 
deserve for becoming most useful 
citixens. 
However, organised ef­ 
forts have been far more vocal 
for limiting the Bise of families of 
j the less fit than for increasing the 
families of the more fit 
According to the analysis by Goy 
Irving Burch and others, of the 
Census Bureau’s records, the lowest 
I.Q. third of our population is haw 
ing about twice as many children 
as the highest third. Moreover, of 
women aged 46-41, in 1140, who had 
completed seven years or less in 
grade school, 28 per cent had morel 
than twice as many children as 
the 27 per cent who were gradu 
ated from high school or college. 
College graduates produced on the 
average 
1} 
children, 
compared 
with 4 | children by women who 
had completed only one to four 
years of grade school. 


WHEN V A R I O U S economic 
groups are compared, we again find 
the lowest 29 per cent having more 
than twice as many children as 
the highest 27 per cen t 
There 
are, of course, many individuals in 
the lower economic third of thd 
population mora intelligent than 
many individuals in the highest 
economic third. 
It la obvious that parents best 
equipped to carry the heaviest fain 
ily load, are carrying the light­ 
est, as a rule; that they are be­ 
ing subject to fewer aelf-denlals, 
which In turn hardly induces op­ 
timal self-denials or unselfishness 
i in their children.

most well-to-do parents easily might 
do something toward reversing the 
site of families, ‘‘who will bell the 
cat” ?

A.: There la no such prefix as “Ie-,” and female Ie not a deriva­ 
tive of “male”. Strictly speaking, female ie a nonsense word which 
came about through th# faulty learning of some Middle Age eoholar. 
Here is the history of the curious* 
i word female. 
It began as the Latin word la­ 
mella, “a young woman”, the di­ 
minutive of femlna, “woman” (lit­ 
erally, “any female animal th at 
bears young”).

Now, lamella entered Old French, 
the final “a" changing to 
thus: 
fetnelle. 
It then passed into Mid 
die English as femelle and became 
the opposite of male. 


40ME OLD scholar, apparently 
believing that the -melle of fe­ 
melle was the Norman French way 
of spelling “male”, dropped one 
“I” from -melle. substituted the 
letter “a” for the first “e” and 
presto, the word female was born 
as the opposite of male! 
Incidentally, the Old French fo- 
melle underwent a change or two 
of its own. finally emerging as the 
modern French word femme, “wo­ 
man”, pronounced: Tam.

When Polio Occurs In A Mild Form 
PTJBLTO HEALTH OFFICIALS, who alway* are concerned about 
the extent and spread of any diseases which may affect lance 
communities for a lone time have suspected that infantile paralysis, 
or poliomyelitis, Is a much more common disease than is believed 
generally. 
During the summer and fall of 1946 and In the same period of 1946, 
the Chicago Health Department *■ 
carried out studies which n o t-only 
tend to confirm this idea, but which 
also may point the way to better 
control of the disease. 
As a result of this work, It seems 
definitely established that Infan­ 
tile paralysis frequently occurs in 
a very mild form. 
In fact, the 
symptoms may be so mild that 
it Is difficult to make a diagnostic 
For example, a patient only may 
have a little stiffness of the mus­ 
cles of the neck and back, a slight 
fever and headache, without the de­ 
velopment 
of 
paralysis. 
Other 
cases may have- vomiting, but all 
of these mild symptoms seem to 
clearup rapidly.

IT IS ENTIRELY probable that 
many people have had a mild form 
of poliomyelitis some time during 
their lives and were never aware 
of the Infection. In fact, there are 
many who believe that this di­ 
sease in its mild form may be aa 
common as 
any of the other 
"catching" diseases, such as chick­ 
enpox or measles. 
The studies which were made 
also seem to show that children 
in intimate contact with a person 
three days before to three days 
after he develops poliomyelitis are 
likely to contract the disease lf 
they bad not had it before. 
The 
large majority of those who do get 
the condition, as I have mentioned, 
have it in the mild form without 
any paralysis. 
U Is interesting to note that in 
all of the caeee studied, only about 
two out of every IOO have paraly­ 
sis from which they do not recov­ 
er completely, 
In other words, it 
seems evident thai about 98 per 
cent of poliomyelitis is a wide­ 
spread, mild, "catching" disease of 
young children which leaves no 
paralysis, and that not more than 
one child out of 40 or 60 is af­ 
fected with permanent paralysis. 
Th ess facta point to certain pre­ 
cautions which might do much to 
keep an outbreak of tho disease 
confined to a small area. 


IF ALL CHILDREN expoaed to 
a known case of infantile paralysis 
were isolated for a period up to 
two weeks, many other youngsters 
would be spared contact with it 
Mild, unrecognised cases could Bot 
then 
pass 
the diseases 
on 
to 
others who might have it in its 
more serious forms. Thus, it might 
be that disastrous epidemics might 
be stopped almost before they got 
started. 
Taking the temperature of these 
exposed children each day would 
help 
to 
diagnose 
poliomyelitis 
early, should it develop. 
This year the number of cases 
of poliomyelitis which have oc 
curred are far lese than in the 
last four or five years. 
It is, of 
course, impossible to predict Just 
when another widespread epidem­ 
ic of the disease may develop.
